WHEAT POOL STARTS CAM- 
PAIGN TO SECURE 10,000 NEW 
MEMBERS. 


_ Alberta grain growers are advised 
that the Alberta Wheat Pool has in- 
augurated a new campaign for mem- 
bership and that this campaign is 
being conducted on a different basis | 
than others in the past, either in 


Alberta or the two other prairie 
provinces. 

The wheat pool idea had its gen- 
esis in this province. Here the ori- 
ginal plan was worked out. The 
legal details in connectidn with in- 
corporation, the memorandum of as- 
sociation, the members’ agreement 
and the by-laws, were first consider- 
ed in Alberta, and when carefully 
perfected, were the basis for the 
organizations subsequently brought 
into existence in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. 

Much of the success of the pool 
‘method of marketing in Western 
Canada is attributable to the infinite 
care that was exercised in Alberta | 
at the beginning when those in | 
charge or organization had this work 
in hand. Alberta paved the way.! 
The wheat pool here has made re- 
markable progress. It has won the 
confidence of the people of this pto- 
vinee. Those who entered it at the 
beginning are satisfied, and thou- 
sands who then waited to see how 
things would turn out have since 
been so impressed that they have 
joined the pool for the balance of the 
term of the contract namely, until 
the 1927 crop is marketed. 

Canvassers to Be Paid 

The success of the last two years 
has encouraged the directors of the 
wheat pool to authorize a new can- 
vass for members at this time. This 
campaign is now begun and-it will 
be earried on till the end of the year. 
In the past all canvassing had been 
done voluntarily with no payment for 
services rendered, but President 
Wood and the board of directors feel 
now that it would be unfair to ask 
the workers of other campaigns, or 
new workers, to undertake further 
work along this line without some 
payment to offset the time lost and 
expense incurred in the task of se- 
curing contracts. 

This membership campaign is 
therefore open to anyone who wishes 
to join in the canvass, but no com- 
mission will be paid to any member 
of the board of directors or to any 
employee of the association. Dele- 
gates and local secretaries are eli- 
gible to participate in the canvass 
and to receive commissions. |

he was 27 years of age. At that 
time he came as far north as Fort 
Kipp, just across the river from 
Lethbridge, then a great base for fur 
traders and whiskey runners. 


In the following spring, he return- 
ed to the Northwest, and announced 
his intention of remaining, declaring 
this to be a great cattle country. 
His decision was made definite when 
he was sent for by Senator Cochrane 
of the Cochrane ranch, and was in- 
terested with him in the cattle busi- 
ness for a time, The Flying U 
ranch was established by him 15 
miles west of Stavely, and at the 
same time the Bar U, where Mr. 
Lane died to-day, was established on 
the middle fork of the Highwood 
river, west of High River. In 1891, 
Mr. Lane was interested with Pat 
Burns in a beef contract, for the 
supplying of rations to the Indians of 
the Blood reserve, putting the 
cattle on the reserve, Mr, 
also interested with Gordon, Iron- 
sides & Frere, of Winnipeg, and later 
they formed a company buying out 
the Bar U, The famous YT horse 
ranch at High River was establish- 
ed in 1898, and here it was that Mr. 
Lane laid the foundation for his fa- 
mous band of Percherons which, in 
their day, have cleaned up nearly 
everything at fairs on the North Am- 
erican continent. The Namaka 
ranch in the Bassano-Brooks district 
was a later venture. Mr, Lane be- 
ing a great believer in farming and 


irrigation. This was later sold to a 
colony of Mennonites. Mr, Lane es- 
tablished his summer home at the 
Flying E ranch, He was married 
in 1885 to Elizabeth Sexsmith, at 
Calgary, and. eight children were 
in, 
Great Friend of Prince, 

Mr. Lane has been much in the 
public eye sinee 1919 when he met 
the Prince of Wales on the latter's 
first tour of Canada, The Prince 


spent a couple of days on the ranch 
and was so taken with ranch life 
that he asked Mr, Lane to get him a 
ranch near by. ‘This led to the pur- 
chase if the Beddingfield ranch near 
the Bar U, west if High River, and 
on the Prince’s visits to his ranch, he 
and Mr. Lane were great cronies. 
Mr. Lane was his ranch adviser, and 
they took a great delight in each 
other. The purchase of the EP 
ranch was decided at Macleod, in 
1919, when the Prince called Mr.

The 
following resolution was passed to be 
sent to the Provincial Executive of 
the National Council: “That the 
Alberta Government be asked to 
amend the Alberta Dower Act at its 
next session, so as to give the wife 
dower hts in the furnishings of 
the homestead, and also in the ma 
chinery, ete., necessary to carry on 
the work of the homestead.” At 
present the wife has only dowe 
right in an empty house. <A request 
was received from the Woods Chris- 
tian Homes at Olds for the Council 
to undertake a canvas of Macleod for 
funds to build extra cottages. It 
was decided to take no action at pre 
sent. Mrs, O, C, Edwards explained 
the proposed Community Bill which 
was read at the last session of the 
Legislature. She pointed out that 
under it a wife has less independ 

ence than’ she has under the present 
Married Womens’ Property Act. At 
present a married woman is as free 
to buy and sell, control her own earn 
ings and revenue as a single woman. 
Under this Act she would surrender 
all these, as all revenues from a 
wife’s private estate and earnings 
would fall into community, and the 
husband being the head of the com 

munity, would have absolute control 
of all money and real estate, only the 
latter, which had been acquired after 
marriage, could not be sold without 
the wife's consent, All property 
held by either wife or husband before 
marriage, could not be sold without 
the wife’s consent, All property 
held by either wife or husband be- 

fore marriage did not go into the 
community, while a wife would be 
owner of half of the money made

PAPER READ BY MRS. WHIPPLE 

AT THE CONSTITUENCY CON- 

VENTION OF THE WOMENS’ 

INSTITUTES HELD AT 

CLARESHOLM. 


J. W. MeDonald, K.C., was in 
Calgary the first of this week on 
legal business connected with Su- 
preme Court sittings in that city. 


As there is a very important Bill 
which concerns every married wo- 
man, to be brought up at the next 
session of the Legislature, I would 
like to bring some of the points to 
your notice. 

The present portion of the mar- 
ried woman is this under the present 
Married Woman’s Property Act: A 
married woman is as free to buy and 
sell, own property, collect rents and 
‘use her own earnings as a single wo- 
man, 

Let us see what the new Bill is 
offering the married woman of Al- 
berta_in exchange. 

The Act is called “An Act Estab- 
lishing Community Property as’ bet- 
ween Husband and Wife.” Let no 
woman be carried away with the idea 
that this means a wife owns half of 
what her husband has, for it does 
not. Let me read the 8rd and 4th 
clauses of the Bill. So you see that 
when a man or woman is married 
there is no community property for 
either; it has all to be made after 
marriage. What does community | 
property consist of? Three things 
—money made after marriage, rents, 
profits from the husband’s personal 
estate, rents and profits from the 
wife’s persona] estate. Ah! then a 
wife owns half of that. Legally she 
does, but practically she does not. 
What is the advantage of owning a 
thing if you cannot use it? Listen 
while I read clause (8). 
that mean? That the husband can 
collect all the revenues including any 
profits from his wife’s own estate, 
and has the absolute disposal of it 
the same as if it were his own. 
Should the profits of the community 
be invested in bonds he can sell them 
at any time and use the money as he 
sees fit. The wife has no say in dis 
posing or collecting any revenue. At 
present it is her legal right to do so. 
I wish to call your attention here to
